Commonwealth bad unlimited power 
with respect to the liquor law. Surely, 
nothing short of Ommipotence could ac- 
complish What bas not infrequently been 
demanded at bis bands. lL otter no ox 
cise, here or eleewhere; in reward to this 
watter, The trust committed to me bas 
been discharged to the best ot my ability. 
All the means at my disposal bave been 
aithfuily and conscientiously used to 
aecute the bonest and impartial enforce 
law upon the statute 
books, 

Boston has a police force of some six 
bundred men, constantly patrolling its 
direeta, for the protection of file and 
property. They are required to be vigt- 
jant in the enforcement of the ordinary 
criminal law, and to see that tho penalty 
for violation follows swifly upon the 
comtnission ol crime. Public sentiment 
oot only sustaine and encvurayes them 
in the faithtul discharge of duty with 
respect to these statutes, butis quick to 
jetect and condemn the first step toward 
tcompromise with offenders. And yet 
he laws tuey undertake to enforce are 
violated daily; we are even told that vice 
ind crime are on the increase in the city; 
bat the liquor shops are the great cen- 
res and hot beds of crime is all but unt 
versally conceded, But the city police 
nake vo effort to enforce the liquor Jaw, 
and it rarely gives evidence that it knows 
{laws against gambling and prosutution. 
For the enforcement of these and othe 
aws which may be violated in this me- 
iropolis, the Commonwealth furnistes 
sixteen of the small number of men at its 
command, They are expected to make 
eflicient the statutes which lor the most 
purt are Wholly ignored by the city po- 
lice, and if they are not successtul In

Asearly asthe third century it was 
the custom to prelude the marriage cer- 
emony by public notifications of the con- 
tracting parti s’intentions, Priests were 
solemnly conjured on the penally of pun- 
ishment, not to perfoim the ceremony ol 
wedlock till the regular publication of 
banns, on three successive Sundays or 
holidays, had taken place. VPriests there 
were however, who transgressed the 
Jaw, and profited not a little by the per- 
formance of secret marriages.

PiGHON ENG.istt.—Taking all this for 
granted, it is proposed to consider the 
| future of that strange jargon known a3 
{** Pigeon English,” a language resulting 
from a meeting of Mast and West in the 
porta of China, This language, if such it 
may be ealled, derives its name from a 
series of changes In the word * businesa.”’ 
‘he early traders in China made constant 
use of this word, and the Chinamen con- 
tracted it to * busin,’ and then through 
the chango of  pishin” to * pigeon.’ In 
this last fori it still retains its original 
meaning, and people talk of whatever 
business they may have in hand as their 
‘pigeon.’ All mercantile transactions 
between the Chinese and the Europeans 
are carried on In this new form of speech. 
Domestic servants, male and female, have 
to learn St to qualify themselves for situa- 
tions with the ‘Outer Barbarians; but 
the nowest and most important feature of 
all is, that the Chinese themselves are, to 
a certain extent, adopting this language, 
This is owing to the fact that men of dif- 
ferent Provinces cannot understand each 
other's dialect, The wrilten Mandarin 
character, however, could be read and 
understood all over China, andthe real 
Provinciala used to write what they 
wished to say in this character, and thus 
could manage to do business together. 
But now, if they should both happen to 
know * Pigeon, English,” they use it as 
the means of communication, A lingua 
franca was needed, and the common nec- 
essity has supplied the demand. It may 
be prematuro to call Pigeon Enylish a 
language. It is only the beginning of 
one. Although facts can beexpressed by 
it, itis in a most defective condition; so 
much 80, that an Englishinan, when he 
first reaches China, is very much amused 
at what seems to him a relic of Babel. It 
it should be his fate to remain in the 
country, he dislikes to adopt it; bis sense 
of good manners makes It distasteful to 
him to speak such a jargon, for it sounds 
like making a fool of the party addressed. 
Here we get an evidence of the power of 
growth which this infantile speech Is pos- 
sessed of, for however reluctant any one 
may be to speak it, he is forced by the 
necessity of the casetodo so. I was only 
a traveller for a few months in China, but 
[ found myself obliged to acquire the 
babit of speaking what seemed to me, at 
first, nonsensical rubbish. I could not 
get on without it. On my arrival I got a 
Chinese servant—servants in] China} are 
all called ‘* boys,’ in fact this is one of 
the words of Pigeon English, and it is 
scarcely necessary to state that itis not 
derived from the Irish, It is usual to 
breakfast about 12 o'clock, and itis cus- 
tomary to have your tea, toast and per- 
haps an egg served in your bedroom when 
you get up, and before dressing. The 
first morning I expressed my wishes on 
this matter in my usual way of talk, and 
the ** boy’ went off smiling as if he un- 
derstood my meaning, but as he did not 
come back, I made some inquiries of my 
friends in the house. ‘They asked me 
what I said to the * boy,” and I repeated 
the words as near as I could recollect 
them, to the effect that I wanted some 
breakfast, and would like it immediately. 
I was then told that I might as well have 
talked Greek to him, and that I ought to 
have said, ‘*Catchey some chow chow 
chop chop,.”’ Chow chow is understood 
inthis as something to eat; and the last 
double word is equivalent to quick, quick, 
Had I been a comic actor, and the order- 
ing my breakfast been a farce, it might 
have been possible to feel that [ was say- 
ing the right thing in this manner. ‘That 
not being my “ pigeon,’ 1 felt reluctant 
to do it; but when eating, drinking, aud 
all your wants are found to depend upon

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OUR POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

In almost every town the necessity ol 
a police force is felt, and ae the town in- 
creases in size the need grows with it 
"There is always & class of people “who 
seem to have au utter disregard for law 
and order, and who require the regulat- 
ing, constraining force of officers clothed 
with the authority of the law, to keep 
them in restraint, This ,is not necessa 
rily owing to any alarming increase of 
depravily among the people, butit seems 
to be the natural outgrowth of increase, 
Asarule crime centers where popula- 
tion is densest, while sparsely populated 
districts are happily more exempt from 
its blighting presence, Still unruly spir- 
its are fdind in every place, and some 
regulations mttst be made lor their gov- 
ernment and control. Hence,—law, and 
out of this naturally springs the neces- 
sity for a body to carry into effect the 
provisions of the law and to protect the 
people. We know of better argu- 
ment in favor of a police force than the 
beneficial effect their presence produces. 
In most instauces the law breaker who 
seems disposed to set at naught all laws 
for the preservation of life and property 
has a fear if not a certain respect for the 
otlicer who is empowered to preserve the 
peace. Woburn owes much to its police, 
and its quiet, safe streets bear testimony 
to their efliciency. We do not expect 
that we shall meet the approval of all 
when we say this, but the steriing sense 
and best judgment of the community are 
with us. We have neyer yet met a man 
who endeavored to do his duty but what 
he was hooted, jeered and scoffed at by 
those upon whose toes he trod as he 
marched along that path. To do right, 
requires courage, and when law breakers 
speak aneeringly of policemen, their crit- 
icisms are compliments to the parties crit- 
icized, Policeman are but buman, and 
in all probabillty are subject to the same 
short-comings that others of their specics 
are heirto. ‘That they do not always do 
right is not surprising, but credit them

Thie 
would seem yory humiliating for him, 
and yet ho is proud of his poverty, 

Ile saya— 

"Three years ago, my friends in Hun 
gary, offered me a present of fifly thou- 
sand florins. I rejected the offer and 
have never régrettéd it, even when I was 
hungry and bad no money to pay for a 
fire.” 

I had occasion, the other day, to call 
upon him, [was no stranger to Kos- 
futh, Twenty years ago, he had given 
mein London, a great deal of valuable 
information for my book “ Hungary in 
1849.”

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Scroon Books. —A word or two 
fespecting the manner in Which the 
achool books are supplied, may perhaps 
be sufficient to insure a better under- 
standing of the subject, if not approval. 
Teachers are frequently annoyed by un- 
kind notes or messages, and complaint is 
often made to the superintendent when 
ever pay is required for certain things. 
When the town voted to bear the ex- 
pense of supplying school books, it neg- 
lected to make any appropriation of 
money for the same. The School Board 
however, witha few restrictions, have 
supplied every necded text book since 
the first of October last, excepting where 
the scholar of his own free choice, de- 
sired to own his hooks. The expense has 
been defrayed from the fund tor School 
Incidentals. The restrictions are simply 
that the books shall be properly used, 
and that a few,such as cannot be returned 
again, must be!paid for, These are 
Writing Books, Drawing Books, and 
such articles as pens and pencils. The 
expense is small and no one should mur- 
mur atthe same, A full eet of books in 
the higher grades costs some fiye or six 
dollars; but by judicious use, the cost 
may be reduced to about one dollar per 
scholar, The pupils in the High School 
are encouraged to own their books, 
because they 
reference; but even here, no one has been 
refused any needed text book. 

Tho impression prevailed to 
extent after the vole of the town, that 
school books were to be given away 
without restraint or condition whatever. 
Such a course would be exceedingly 
expensive and unwise, as one may 
plainly perceive, and would frustrate the 
ood design of the town.

The pyramid of Cheops is built of blocks 
| of syenitic granite of remarkable size. No 
cement is used in uniting these great 
| stones, either here or in the temple of 
Baalbec, and yet the speaker had found it 
| almost impossibie to insert the point of a 
| thin-bladed knife between them. It is 
|tmost probable that the pyramids were 
| intended es tombs for the kings of Egypt. 
| The Egyptians were a gloomy people ac« 
| customed to give much thought to death, 
|No sooner had a king ascended the 
throne than he began the preparation of 
his burial place. So a pyramid was com- 
menced with the reign of King Cheops or 
Suphis and the building continued until 
after his death. 100,000 laborers were 
employed upon it at a time, being re 
lieved at the end of three months by an 
equal number of fresh workmen, Al- 
though #0 many persons were engaged in 
the work, 20 or 30 years elapsed before 
its completion, Access to the interior of 
the pyramids is obtained through an open- 
ing in the side about 40 feet from the 
ground. From this entrance an inclined 
plane extends downward probably for the 
purpose of sliding in the coffin. This in- 
cline is so slippery as to render it almost 
impossible for aman with boots to keep 
his footing. The barefooted Arabs have 
no such difficulty, however, andit was 
| With their help that the lecturer entered 
jthe Pyramid of Cheops, A diagram 
showing the plan o@ the interior was now 
|} drawn onthe blackboard. The walls of 
the chamber, In which the king’s body 
| was laid are of red granite, highly pol- 
ished, ‘There is also another chamber, 
| probably intended lo receive the body of 
the queen, ‘lhe Interior of the pyramid is 
is very dark and close, and the dust of 
ayes has accumulated upon all things 
| therein, Near the pyramids the Sphinx, 
an immense statue having the body of a 
lion and the head of aman. It is cut out 
of a ledge of rock, the defective portions 
being supplied by masonry. LBetween 
the paws Is a temple, the steps of which 
are covered by the drifting sand, as are 
falso the bases of*the pyramids. The 
Sphinx is a riddle still unsolyed. It Is 
| S4pposed, however, that, asthe lion ts 
the symbol of strength and the human 
head of intellect, the Eyyptians wor- 
shiped in the Sphinx combined physical 
and intellectual power. ‘There is a story 
|told concerning the temple, It is sald 
that a king having a very beautiful 
| daughter rallied her on the uselessness of 
| her beauty. ‘l'o prove that his assertions 
were untrue she persuaded her numerous 
lovers to contribute to the building of this 
| sanctuary, which remains a monument to 
the power of beauty. Another story says 
that a princess was bathing in a stream 
when the birds gathered around attracted 
|by her beauty. An eagle which was 
| among them, carried away her slipper, 
and dropped it at the feet of the king. 
He was filled with admiration of the 
dainty little shoe, and gave out that who- 
ever should be able to wear it, should 
have a pyramid built for her burial place. 
Of course the rightful owner was the only 
|}one who could claim the honor. So the 
origin of the slipper is very old. Indeed 
much wisdom and many pretty stories 
may be traced to the remote past, One 
| of the finest examples of Grecian archi- 
tecture is the Acropolis at Athens. 
Within it is the famous Panthenon or 
Temple of Minerva, containing a statue of 
the Goddess. ‘There is said to have been 
another large statue of Minerva which 
was so placed as to be seen by sailors at 
&u great distance from laud. ‘This 
long since removed probably for the

Cuikr Justice WAITER AND Ils 
FAMILY.—A relative of Chief Justice 
Waite writes as follows in regard to his 
ancestry and connections: 


Now that the Chief Justicesh!p of the 
nation has been amicably settled, and as 
Mr RK M Waite of Ohio has been selected 
to fill that important position, it nay be 
of some interest to know his ancestry, 
and I will endeavor to give the public a 
ray of light upon the subject. The 
Waite family descended from the Eng- 
lich, having immigrated to this continent 
in the year 1628 and settled in Charles 
town. Being of an ambitious turn of 
mind, they afterwards removed to the 
town of Malden, which consisted at that 
lime of a large tract of territory, but has 
since been divided into a number of dif- 
ferent towns. ‘Therefore the Waite 
family were the firet settlers of the town 
of Malden, Mass. From that place thoy 
have emigrated to diflerent parts of the 
United States, principally to Rhode Is- 
land and Connecticut. It was in the 
latter State that our Chief Justice was 
born, The name is spelled three different 
ways—"* Waite,” “ Wait,’ “ Waitt,’—

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WATER AcT AMENDED.—On the 28th 
of January the Legislative committee on 
Water Supply and Drainage gave a hear- 
ing on the following petition: 

The undersigned, eomprising the Board 
of Selectmen! and the Board of Water 
Commissioners of the town of Woburn, 
respectfully petition your honorable bod- 
jes for a repeal of Sect. 10 of Chap. 307 of 
the Acts of the Legislature of 1871, entitled 
“An Act to supply the Town of Woburn 
with pure water.” 

Woburn, Dee, 1, 1878, 

The chairnian of the committee read the 
petition and asked if there were objections 
why it should not be granted. Mr. I. K. 
Stanton, the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen of Winchester was present and 
stated that Winchester had no objection 
to its repeal; that they had provided 
themselves with an adequate supply of 
water from another source, and therefore 
had no occasion to use water from Wo- 
burn; and that the Selectmen of Winches- 
ter had considered the matter fully and 
had voted not to object to the repeal of 
the Section referred to. 

The Committee after few moments con- 
saltation, unanimously voted to report a 
bill, repealing the Section, and Mr. Wilson 
of Boston was delegated to draft the same. 
Mr. M. M. 'Tidd, chairman of the Woburn 
Water Commissioners was asked if there 
Was any immediate need of haste in the 
matter of preparing the bill, and stated in 
reply that there was none, He also said 
the subject of selling a supply of water to 
Stoneham was under consideration, and 
he gaye the Committee some statistics in

A PrcuLian AccipENT.—Last Sat- 
urday night an accident of a peculiar na- 
ture occurred just above the Milk Row 
station on the Lowell Railroad.

Prof, L. 8. Burbank of Woburn, Mags, 
gave a lecture in the Academy of Music 
lastevening, on native metals, mineral 
veins and ore deposits. He discussed at 
considerable length the theory of the or- 
iginand source of metals now found on 
the surface of the earth, effectually ex- 
ploding the theory which has but recent- 
ly prevailed and has been set forth with 
marked ability by the Nestor of physical 
sclence in Brown University, that our 
metals formed in the bowels of the earth 
by the action of fire, have been thrust 
forth in great natural upheavals for the 
benefit of those who live upon the sur- 
face, 
With various veins actually worked, that 
seem at first yiew to favor this theory, 
Prof. Burbank explained the facts ina 
different way, maintaining that these 
minerals are formed by natural cherical 
action, The ocean abounds in minerals, 
Water is a powerful agent in the torma- 
tion of metals, The beautiful 
found in our great caves inthe shape of 
stalactites and stalagmites, are traced 
directly to the action of water. Ile said 
that the atlempt to account 
formations by the agency of fire seemed 
to him utterly unsatisfactory, He showed 
a fine specimen of crystalized quartz 
found in the midst of rock utterly unlike 
it in character, This he supposed to

—Christian Union, 
Selected, 
DUDLEY’S ESCAPE. 


“Well, Master Dudley, and what news 
have you now? How tares the cause of 
his Majesty the King?” 

The speaker was a Worcestershire 
squire. The person whom he addressed 
was aman of fine presence and military 
bearing, of good descent, yet with a de- 
cided business turn. Ilis father had been 
a nobleman, and at the same time an iron 
manutacturer This son had left Oxford 
at twenty to assume direction of his fa- 
ther’s forge and furnaces. In such work 
he was deeply interested and actively en- 
gaged when the great civil war broke 
out, —the war between Charles I, and 
the people of Eagland. Dudley had, by 
reason of birth and education, espoused | 
the catise of the King, and had risen to 
the rank of general of artillery. After 
many successee by the DPuarliamentary 
army a lull had fallen, which was broken 
in1648 by tumults and uprisings in 
Wales. Tho influence of this commotion 
had extended through England, but the 
vigorous measures of Fairfax, the Par- 
liamentary commander, had compelled 
the concentration of the insurgents at 
Colchester iu Essex. Against them a 
strenuous seige was being carried on by 
Fairfax at the time our story opens,

VESTOL’S GRIT. 


Tne following interesting account of a 
young Quaker who could not be induced 
to fight in the late war, though con- 
scripted, is from the pen of a prominent 
citizen of this State—a leading member 
of the bar of an adjacent county, and an 
ex-Judge Advocate and officer of the 
Confederate States army in the late war. 
It is a faithful narration of one of the 
most interesting and curious events of 
the war: 

I have just read in the Banner of the 
16th inst. a fragment of Gov, Foote’s 
reminiscences, headed, “ How a Quaker 
Refused to Fight.’ As I am familiar 
with the facts and circumstances alluded 


I asked him one day if he had no sym- 
pathy in the contest—if he had no pref- 
erence as to which side should be suc- 
cessful. ‘O yes,” he said, “I should 
prefer to see the South victorious, as I 
live in the South and among Southern 
people.’ I heard a gentleman say to 
him, “ Vestol, did you ever exhibit any 
emotion about anything in your life—did 
you ever cry in your life?” “ Oh, yes,” 
he said, “I have cried in my life.” 
“Well,” said the gontleman, “I would 
like to know what were the circumstances 
that caused you to cry.” ‘ Well sir,” 
he said, “ when I left home to come here 
my mother cried when she told me good- 
by, and I cried then.” “ Yes,” said the 
gentleman, ‘and if your mother, were

The yonng Quaker alluded to is Til- 
gham R. Voestol, who lived near Colum- 
bia, Tenn, When Gen. Bragg’s army 
was at Shelbyville, Tenn., young Vestol 
Was conscripted and sent to that place; 
he was assigued to duty in the Fourth 
Tennesee regiment, commanded by Col. 
McMurray, of Nashville. He reported 
to the regiment as required to do, but 
utterly refused to perform military duty 
of any charaction or description. Neith- 
er by threats nor persuasion could he be 
induced to alter bis determination, The 
officers of the regiment were a4 humane 
as they were true and gallant, and, after 
every effurt had failed to induce Vestol 
to perform the duties of a soldier, they 
gave tho matter up in despair, and told 
him to leave and go home, which he did.j 
But shortly thereafter another consert;

PAPER BARRELS.—L. L. Thompson, of 
Port Byron, N. Y., has lately invented an 
improved paper barrel out of straw board. 
Instead of * setting up"’ the barrel at the 
manufactory, the sheets are cut to the 
proper shape, and, together with the pa- 


per hoops and wooden heads, shipped to | 


the miller. This plan will save a great 
amount of handling, while it will decrease 
the absolute bulk, bothin shipping and 
storing immensely. When the miller is 
ready to use the barrels, all he has to do 
is to bend the sheets to the proper shape, 
insert the heads, put on the hoops, fasten 
a halt a dozen of rivets, and he has a neat 
light and substantial barrel. An experi- 
enced hand can set up and complete a 
barrel easily in five minutes. In addition 
Lo their lightness and dryness, they will 
stand a pressure six times that of the 
common wooden barrels. The inventor 
can transfer any color desired to the faces 
of the board, and even have the opposite 
sufaces of ditferent colors,

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TOWN MEETING. 

A petition signed by Stephen Nichols, 
John Johnson, B, N. Blake, A. G, Car- 
ter, W. T, Grammer, A, E, Thompson, 
J. N. Dow, J. W. Hammond, J. F. De- 
land, J. B. McDonald, L. W, Perham, 
T. GC. Nichols, Jacob Linscott, W. B. 
and Austin H, Perkins, and H, M, Howe 
has been presented to the Selectmen, 
asking them to calfa Town Meeting on 
the 13thinst. The purpose is to see if 
the town will rescind the vote of Aug 1, 
1873, authorizing the building of three 
new schoolhouses, Alsoto see if the 
town will rescind the vote authorizing 
the Scuvolhouse loan, Also to see if the 
Town will choose a committee whose 
duty it shall be to report the number ot 
scholars attending each school, with the 
average attendance, and the number who 
attend the Central Grammar Schools, 
from the different out sections of the 
town; also a report of the real wants ol 
the Town for building new schoolhouses, 
and a properand just location of said 
buildings at the holding of the annual 
meeting of said Town in April next. 

The obiect of this petition is to secure 
a stay Of proceedings in regard to the 
building on Main and Warren streets, 
Whether the recent unpleasantness be- 
tween the Town Officers and the Direct- 
ors of the Woburn Bank has anything to 
do with the bringing up of this matter 
now, instead of last August, we know 
not, though some incline to the belief 
that more personal than public consider- 
ations enter into the account, Le that 
as it may, the committee have obeyed 
instructions, as we shall see, and they 
say that the construction of the school- 
houses can be accomplished within the 
amounts named in the appropriation. In 
regard to the Main St, schoolhouse, they 
have built the cellar and graded the 
land, They have purchased the lumber 
for the frame and the brick for the 
building. 350,000 brick, including 100- 
000 face brick, have been purchased at an 
average cost of $13.50 delivered onthe lot. 
The work has been contracted for, and 
the material purchased of the lowest bid- 
ders, and the work can be completed so 
that the school may be occupied in Sep- 
tembce next, 

We understand the movers in the 
scheme to stop work, claim a desire to 
economize; that the committee are ex- 
travagant, and are working without due 
authority. Now as to economy, we bave 
made some inquiry and learn that mate- 
rial cannot be purchased to-day so low 
as the price paid by the committee. The 
parties to the contracts were the lowest 
bidders, and their responsibility or their 
reputation for good work will not be 
questioned in Woburn. The cellar and 
grounds are prepared. To change any 
of the above, would involve, rather than 
saye, expense. The authority under 
which they work is ample, the Town 
having instructed them to do the very 
things they have done. The gentlemen 
who have moved in this matter may have 
cogent reasons for their course, and they 
should needs be very strong to induce 
the Town to take a backward step. 

Suppose, however, the Town should 
rescind its former votes. The contracts 
are not annulled by such action, and only 
an injunction could stop the contractors 
from going forward, This, if granted, 
would make the Town liable tor dam- 
ages, and involve usin litigation both 


annoying and expensive, This might 
gratify personal feelings, but where 


would the charge of extravagance be 
laid? This matter is avery grave one, 
and whatever action is taken should be 
well considered, We commend it to the 
deliberate judgment of the people of the 
Town.

Persury.—One of the most serious of- 
fences is perjury, and one that is justly 
acvompanied with severe penalties. We 
have a case that comes home to Woburn, 
inasmuch as it involves citizens of this 
town, 

By the laws of the state the General 
Agent of the Board of State Charities is 
required to keep a record of all emigrants 
arriving at ports in the state from foreign 
countries, This in order that if 
any such emigrants shallinany way show 
a probability of becoming public charges, 
they may be bonded not todo so. If they 
do not give bonds they are transported 
whence they came. Upon these records 
we find this entry, viz: that on the 3lst 
of December, 1872, 'Vimothy Sexton ac- 
companied by five children, the youngest 
3 years and the eldest 17 years of age, 
landed in Boston from the Steamship 
Cambria, and the records further indicate 
that it was their first visit to this coun- 
try. 

Nine months and twenty days thereaf- 
ter, (Oct. 20th, 1878) we find upon the 
records of the U.S. Circuit Court for the 
District of Massachusetts, that Timothy 
Sexton was naturalized. In order to 
procure the naturalization papers, it ap- 
pears that James Rogers and Thomas 
Salmon of Woburn, came before said 
Court and made oath that they had known 
the said Sexton in the United States dur- 
ing the five years previous, and in Massa- 
chusetts during one year previous, 

On the 80th of October, 1873, Timothy 
Sexton’s name was placed upon the vbt- 
ing list in Woburn, and on Novy. 4th, 1873, 
he voted in the town meeting held in Ly- 
ceum Hall, 

From all of which with very little arith- 
metic, our readers can that Messrs 
Rogers and Salmon perjured themselves 
in thus .testifying, a perjury wilful and 
deliberate. ‘Lhis was the view the United 
States’ authorities took of the matter, and 
therefore last Friday, U. 8.

Mr. Seeley notified the Selectmen, and 
in consultation with that Board there were 
doubts as to the proper course of proceed- 
ure, to determine which it was thought 
best to inquire of the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth.

of fraud or irregularity. No fraud is al- 
leged, and none proved, and the election 
was conducted as it always had been, and 
asit was in all the towns of the Com- 
monwealth, 

Mr Knapp said there were no two men 
in Woburn more popular than Mr Mun- 
roe and Mr Cummings, each with his 
own class. He thought there ought to 
be a new election, because the polls were 
practically closed a part of the day; be- 
cause the check list was not used in the 
manner contemplated in the Statute; be- 
cause the votes were not sorted and 
counted by a majority of the Selectmen; 
and because the check list was not se- 
cured and sealed up according to law. 
IIe desired a recount of the votes because 
of the confusion while the count was in 
progress, and because the votes were not 
properly counted. We think, he said in 
closing, the election ought to be set 
aside; but we don’t ask it. We will be 
satisfled with a rccount of the votes,

and the suffering of individuals, arise out 
of the fact that the business has grown 
beyond the control of those who used to 
guard it against abuses—who are the 
underwriters and the governments—just 
as when acily or town grows too rap-

Buta great many men who think them- 
selves very sane indeed, will bid for he’, 
and buy her too, if she goes cheap enough. 
In the old slave trading times the wretches 
who engaged in that business, and who 
could succeed init only by outwitting or 
outrunning the cruisers on the wateh for 
them, used to make a deliberate calcula 
tion that if they could land onthe Cuban 
y, one cargo out of three, and lose 
all their vessels, they still made handsome 
fortunes, so great were the profits of a 
slave cargo. Therefore, if the first and 
second ship had been captured, the cap- 
tain of the third did not hesitate a moment

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RatLnoapd AccipENT.— Narrow Es- 
cape—We had a providential escape from 
a serious accident on Monday on the 10 
o'clock train from Boston. The Woburn 
car was On the rear of the Lowell train, 
and at Mystic was uncoupled, the for- 
ward cars shooting ahead and stopping 
at Winchester, Our car should have 
been stopped al the switch, some thirty 
rods below the depot. We were going 
at twenty miles an hour, and the brake- 
man on attempting to slacken the speed 
found his brake did not hold, He then 
ran through to the rear brake and this 
was also broken. Meantime, some of 
tho passengers seeing what was inevita- 
ble, ran to the rear of the car, while a 
majority of them remained in their seats. 
Our car struck the standing train with 
great force, breaking the platforms and 
windows, and demolishing every seat. 
The passengers in the aisle were violent- 
ly thrown down, and those seated were 
piled up with the debris of the broken 
seats, Thecar was quite full and in- 
cluded several women and children among 
the passengers. For an instant all was 
still, and then, finding they were not dis 
abled, the occupants of the car began ex- 
tricating each other from their uncom- 
fortable positions. . The editor of the 
Journal was standing in the aisle when 
the shock came, and next found himself 
on his head, in uncomfortable proximity 
to the stove. H. P. Baker of Dedbam, 
was badly cut about the head, and was 
taken care of at Winchester. A son of 
Mrs. Nation of Malden, N. J. Dean, con- 
nected with the water works, Mr. Bridg- 
ham of Boston, and Mrs, L, Wyman of 
Arlington, and Mrs. Moras of Winches- 
ter, were considerably hurt, J. W. 
Hammond and J. G, Fiagg of Woburn, 
and W. R. Cutter of Lexington, were 
each cut about the face. Ion. James 
Pierce of Malden, and Mr. L. Wyman 
one of the editors of Forest and Stream, 
and Dr. Harlow of Woburn were on the 
train, The brakeman was thrown from 
the rear platform, and like the passen- 
gers was bruised, but not dangerously 
injured, After the first scare was over, 
the laughable parts were noticed, and the 
uppearance of the car was quite ridicu- 
ulous, But there is a very serious phase 
to this business, and that is, the manner 
of running trains at the spot where the 
accident occurred. Three trains are dai- 
ly switched there, and the safety of filty- 
persons depends on a very small matter 
Our car was old, and could not have been 
properly inspected, or the damaged brake 
would have been discovered, Passengers 
now leave Boston at 10, run the risk ol 
their lives at the switch in Winchester, 
wait half an hour for an engine, and 
reach Woburn about 11, All these dis- 
comforts could be avoided by a through 
train at 10:10 or at 9:50. The train is not 
used as much asit would be if it came 
right along. The same is true of the 
12:15 and 4 P. M, trains. We ought to 
have these trains, and they ought for 
safety to run independent of the Lowell 
trains. The road as well as the pasaen- 
gers escaped very lightly last Monday, 
but who can tell what may be the result 
ofthe next mishap, It would be better 
to take a few precautions now, than to 
be obliged to after an expensive acci- 
dent, 
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RUNAWAY.—One of the heaviest and 
most remarkable runaways that ever 
occurred in Woburn happened Thursday 
morning. A heavy truck, upon which 
was a block of granite weighing over 
three tons, and to which were attached 
three large draught horses belonging to 
the Lown, was proceeding down Railroad 
street towards Main street, when the

Ladies and Gentlemen:—I don’t know 
that | have the faculty inborn in Amer:- 
cans which Mr. Kingsley has called your 
«attention to, but if 1 haven’tit, I shall not 
take this occasion to confess it [laughter] 
and not having ever been to school 1 have 
not the faculty of declamation which the 
president speaks of. And as I only kuew 
two hours ago that I was to be here, I 
have naturally come with no speech, be- 
cause I never knew a man who could 
deliver an :mpromptu specch with only 
two hours to get it up in. [Laughter and 
applause]. But the presence here of Mr. 
Kingsley,— Canon Kingsley — his title 
canon has {always been a puzzle to me 
{laughter]—but his presence here sug~- 
gests to me an episode of my own, re- 
cently, and as, under the old regime—I 
don’t know what the old regime is, brit 
it is something that used to exist before 
—when called upon, you had the privi- 
lege of cither telling an anecdote or of 
singing asong. Never having sung a 
song, at least having never succeeded in 
singing a song, I am still perfectly wil- 
ling to try now; but I am afraid it would 
be disagreeable to the audience, so I will 
tell an anecdote. When I was crossing 
over from England the other day, there 
was ayouth on board about sixteen 
years old, whose nationality I will not 
expose, who occupied his entire time eat- 
ing, when there was anything to eat, and 
thinking about the next meal between 
times. [Laughter.] I don’t say he put 
his mind to it, for he didn’t seem to have 
any mind, When sent out from the table 
he used to go up into the smoking cabin, 
and lie arouud there asking foolish ques~ 
tions, This boy never asked a question 
in the whole voyage that indicated the 
presence of knowledge of any kind what- 
ever, and he came to be a perfect nui- 
sance to everybody, and we tried all pos- 
sible ways of crushing him and makin. 
him stop asking these questions. But as 
I said, Canon Kingsley reminds me of 
one occasion when I came up into the 
smoking room, in very ill humor—not in 
the humor a man ought to be in to listen 
patiently to silly questions, The ques- 
tion the boy began with was aggravating, 
because anybody knows that the first 
place aman goes to when he reachs 
London is Westminster Abbey, and the 
aext place is Shakespeare’s burial ground 
—and that this boy should ask me delib- 
erately and with such innocence about 
him as he had, if, when I was in London, 
[ went to Westminster Abbey, That is 
enough to make a man frantic. I said, 
** What was it you said?” ‘* When you 
were in London were you at Westmin- 
ster Abbey?” “No,” I said, I stopped 
at j{Langham’s Hotel.” [ Laughter]. 
“But,” he said, “it isnot a hotel,” rhaugh: 
ter.) “Well,” I said, ‘what is it?” “Why 
itis achurch.” I said,‘ A minute ago 
you said it was an abbey.” ‘ Well,” he 
said, * it is an abbey and a church too.” 
[ said, *t I don’t know about that. You 
appear to be getting confused in your 
statements; how can it be am abbey and 
a church at the same time?” [Laughter] 
There was another gentleman sitting 
there, whose nationality 1 will not men- 
tion, who said it was perfectly true that 
un abbey and the Church were the same 
thing. I said I was much obliged to him 
{laughter}, and asked him, ** Where is 
this place, this church; is it in London?” 
‘* Oh yes!” he said, “ of course it is in 
London, You know where the Parlia- 
ment buildings are?” ‘Is it part of the 
Parliament?” “ No,” said he. * What 
tas Parliament got to do with it,” I 
asked, “It has not got anything to do 
with it; the abbey is close by it.’ Said 
[, ** Do you know how far Westminster 
Abbey is from Langbham’s Hotel where 1 
lived?” fe said, 1 suppose you know it 
is some distance,” Said I, **Of course it 
is some distance.” Five or six miles,” 
said he, ‘ But,’ said J, * didn’t you 
suppose I knew better than to get up 
early in the moruing, and travel four or 
(ive miles to church, when there are 
plenty of churches all aronnd?” He said 
* IT didn’t expect you to go to church,” 
Said I, **What did you expect me to do?” 
He said, * Look atthe monuments and 
things; monuments of everybody that 
has done anything and is buried. Their 
bodies are buried there.” I said, * Do 
you mean to say that they actually take 
up the planks and bury men under the 
floor?” He said there were no planks 
there, I said, *Do they bury them right 
under the seats?” Ie said, ** Of course 
they do.” Said I, ** 18 that healthy?” 
{Laughter] * Well,” he said, 1 don’t 
know Whether it was healthy or not; 
they do it in all the churches.” I said it 
was a curious custom, I had never heard 
of anything like it. If any of my friends 
were in Westminster Abbey I should not 
want people sitting round on their tomb- 
stones. [Laughter]. We said, * you 
didn’t bear the Canon, then?” “I don’t 
remember,” said 1; “lam a man of peace 
and don’t know anything about artillery, 
anyway.” (Laughter and applause.) By 
this time the boy had not yet waked up, 
but the rest of the company which had 
gathered around had, and so we stopped 
the fun, As therejs no moral to the an- 
ecdote, 1 won't attempt to put any to it.

OUR SCHOOL HOUSES, 
The mostimportant question to be set- 


| ed in town meeting on thie{ Friday] eve 
| ning, the 20th inst., is thatin reference to 


the construction of sehool houses, in 
three distinct and distant sections of the 
town. A great deal has been said and 
written about this matter, and the time 
has arrived tor action. The enemy are 
completely divided and demoralized. 
The diferent cliques all want as many 
different things, and some of them hardly 
know whatthey do want. Instead of 
going tothe proper source for informa. 
tion regarding what has been done, and 
whatis intended, these reformers an’ 
economists believe every story every one 
tells them, and itis really amusing to see 
some of them labor and fret over some 
point, which in fact, never had any ex- 
istence except in their limited and dis- 
eased imaginations, Allthe friends of 
these new school houses haye to do, is to 
rally in force, and carry everything they 
want, There is no real, united opposi- 
tion to these public improvements. No 
twoof the opponents want the same 
thing. One says, ** Lam opposed to 
closing up the old Central Grammar 
School.” Another, who lives in the im- 
mediate centre, says, ** I won’t send my 
children down below Green street,” 
while at the same time he has no oljec- 
tion to other children coming from the 
Winchester line, east and west, to the 
Grammar department of the High school. 
Another says, *' We don’t want any more 
schools; we have too many now. When 
I was a boy there were only two schools 
in town, and that was enough,” From 
what we see among the older cast-iron 
citizens, and when we hear their views 
regarding education, we differ with them 
thattwo schools were enough even ip 
those benighted days, Itis hard to over- 
coma deep rooted prejudices, particularly 
Where ignorance bigotry are the 
sources from which they emanate, 

The business of the meeting called for 
this [Friday] evening, has been mos; 
thoroughly canvassed. Plenty of time 
has been given for a free and full discus- 
sion, and our citizens will be prepared, 
we hope, at the opening to talk over the 
school question calmly eud decidedly. 
We hazard the opinion in advance that 
the three new school houses will not be 
delayed a day by any action of this meet- 
ing. The Brick Grammar School on 
Main street must go on as commenced 
No action of the town can stop it, short 
of the sacrilice of thousands of dollars. 
It must go on, because it is waated to- 
day, and the schoo! committee cannot 
properly organize the schools of the cen- 
tre, for the fall term withoutit. It must 
go on because the people of that section 
for whom it is specially provided, are 
determined to have it. They last Au- 
gust so ordered it, and on Friday they 
will in thunder tones sustain it. It must 
be buillnow and onthe spot selected 
because if is the pivot upon which the 
entire school arrangement of the district 
centres, and because it brings into more 
important and tnore appropriate use, 
rooms now used for other purposes, and 
It will be built because 
the sound, sterling sense of our industri- 
ous classes is not to be deceived by the

| Tue CoL_Lectorn.—Mr Wm A Sim- 
mons of Boston having been nominated 
for the position of Collector of the Port 
of Boston, a breeze has been raised by 
the solid men of Boston who were not 
consulted, that shows signe of a hard 
blow. It appears that Judge Russell 
was not altogether acceptable, and par- 
ties went to Washington to secure his 
removal. The Judge consented to re- 
sign if he could have a consulate in South 
America, This was arranged, but the 
President, instead of appointing an anti- 
Russell nan, named Mr Simmons as the 
Judge’s successor, Finding that if the 
Judge left, Simmons would succeed, they 
turned about and had a meeting lauding 
the man they had just now decried, and 
persuaded Judge Russell to withdraw 
his resignation, The only fault with Mr 
Simmons is that-he is a Butler man. 
We give a sketch of him from a Boston 
paper:— 

Probably Mr Simmons is the youngest 
man ever appointed to the position. He 
is a gentleman of medium height, with a 
personal presence that impresees one 
with the idea that he is qe. to}fper- 
ceive and rapid to act. Ife has all the 
characteristics of successiul self made 
men—indomitable energy, absolute self- 
reliance, and a fair measure of self ap 
preciation, In movement he is nervous; 
in figure, trim; in dress, natty; while 
his language betrays that his origin was 
in the humbler ranks of life. Ie is a 
rosident of Ward 2, residing in a comfor- 
table dwelling on Salem street, 

Mr Simmons was born in this city in 
January, 1840. When he was twelve 
years old, his father died, and from that 
time he not only began to earn his own 
living, but aided in the support of his 
mother, and his brothers and sisters. 
This prevented his continuance at school, 
and his subsequent opportunies for ac- 
quiring education have been obtained by 
availing himself of such lelsure as he 
could secure at night and in the early 
morning hours, He is a lawyer by pro- 
fession and qualified himself therefor by 
studying law from 1 o’clock to 7 o’clock 
A M daily, for several years. He also 
read in the offices of George O Shattuck 
and A W Boardman, He was admitted 
to the bar in 1865, and in February of 
that year enterdd the internal revenue 
service and held a position as special 
treasury agent for several years. In 
June, 1870, he was appointed Supervisor 
of Internal Revenue, which position he 
has occupied until the present time. His 
district embraces the New England 
States. THis political record shows that 
ha has been a member of the Republican 
Ward and City Committee of Boston for 
several years, and has served as chairman 
of that body since January, 1873. He 
bas also been a inember of the Republi- 
can State Central Committee for three 
years. In 1869 he was the Republican 
candidate for the State Senate in the 2J 
Suffolk District, now represented by Hon 
Francis B Hayes, but met with defeat. 
He has never since been a eandidate for 
any elective office. During the war he 
served as private in the 44th Maseachu- 
setts Regiment, and wae last year com. 
mander of Post John A Andrew of the 
Grand Army of the Republic.

The court 
in summing up the opinion, says: 


I conclude, therefore, that a tax on 
loans made in the usual course of busi- 
ness, 18 paid by the borrower, and if the 
debt be secured by mortgage he also 
pays the tax on the mortgaged property. 
He 18 twice taxed—once on the property 
and once on the debt which the property 
represents—and yet no new value bas 
been created by the transaction. He is 
no richer, and has no more property than 
he had before; and if the money which 
he received from the lender remained in 
his hands itis also taxed. If the money 
bas passed into the possession of another 
tax payer it is taxed in bis hands; so 
that the property and the money are 
each separately taxed; and if the mere 
promise or obligation of the borrower to 
repay the money is also taxed, and the 
tax is paid by him, as it must be, it is 
clear that he bas been twice taxed on 
the same value or subject matter. This 
is a Violation of that clause of the consti- 
{ution which requires that taxation shall 
bo cqual and uniform, and that property 
shall be taxed in proportion to its value. 
When the mortgaged property las once 
paid its tax it has discharged its full ob- 
ligation to the State, and the owner of it 
cannot, and in justice ought not to be 
subjected to another tax, merely because 
he has borrowed a sum of money for 
which the property is pledged as a se- 
curity,

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SEVERE ACCIDENT.—We have quite 
a list of accidents and casualties this 
week, but among them all we know of 
hone that appeals more directly to the 
sympathies than that which happened to 
John Sloar last Saturday night. From 
various sources we glean the following 
version of the story: Sloan went into) 
Boston at 8:15 P M, Saturday and came | 
out on the late train. Hesays that when | 
he arrived at Horn Pond he thought he 
would ride up to the center, Then he 
changed his mind and started to get out. 
He had occupied a seat in the smoking 
and baggage car, and as he stepped upon 
the front platform to carry into effect his 
last intention, the train started, and the 
sudden shock threw him between the 
tender and the car, He fell upon the 
track, and the train rolled on, and he 
was left there, his body being badly 
bruised and mangled.

the determination of the remaining busi- 
ness of the meeting, and it does seem as 
ifa man who was moved to come, ought 
to arrange to stay till the business was 
completed, It may be of little moment 
who left or who remained at tho last 
meeting, but it is important that the 
citizens should attend the town meotings 
and that they should go to stay. The 
idea is being agitated that voters should 
more generally attend the meetings. and 
a movement is on foot to secure the at~- 
tendance of a majority of the citizens, 
and to have them arrange to be there all 
day. With 1900 voters on our liste, the 
officers to be chosen on the 6th of April 
ought to have a majority of 1500 of the 
votes. We have on occasion turned out 
over 1000 voters, but a presidential or 
representative vote is of less importance 
to us than the question Who shall be our 
Selectmen. We urge the voters to con- 
sider this question, and let every man be 
a committee to take himself to the polls, 
and see that his neighbors do likewise, 

We have no reason to complain at the 
action taken by the meeting. We be- 
lieve a mistake was made, a mistake we 
endeavored to prevent, but the false step 
having been taken we have only now to 
try and prevent a repetition of the blun- 
der. The position of the Town is just 
this:—It voted to build three school- 
houses, chose a committee to do the 
work, instructed the Selectmen to,buy the 
land, and the Treasurer to hire $40,000 
to pay for them. The Sclectmen have 
bought the land, the Treasurer bas hired 
the money, and the Committee has con- 
tracted for one of the houses, The 
committee has been discharged and the 
order for the three school-houses has 
been rescinded, But the contract made 
is binding, and the contractor goes on as 
if nothing had happened, And nothing 
has happened but the discharge of 
Mesars. Hudson, Townley and Pollard. 
The contractor bas purchased the mate- 
rial collected by the old committee, and 
will use it in the construction of the 
building. In the absence of any special 
building committee, the Selectmen will 

probably superintend the erection, 

The meeting assembled for the pur- 
pose of “ rebuking” the Committee and 
having done that, cared for little else. 
The temper of popular assemblies is 
somewhat peculiar, and our judgment is, 
that Mr. Nichols’s motion would have 
been voted down had it gone toa vote 
without discussion. When a town chooses 
an officer, and instructs him to perform a 
laborious duty without compensation, it 
expects him to be not only grateful but 
humble, and woe to the man who evinces 
aspiritot his own, The choosing of a 
committee to do the work of the Schoo) 
Committee was an insult to that Board 
for which there can be no excuse, and we 
cannot but believe that the sober judg- 
ment of the town will be one of regret. 
With all due respect to the gentlemen 
chosen, there igs no reason to believe that 
the information they shall furnish will be 
any more reliable than that given by the 
Committee. The committee have access 
to the school registers and the Assessors’ 
books, and from these make up their 
statement. ‘The new committee have the 
same source, or they can yerify the above 
by a direct canvas of the town, We give

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AN OLD CORRESPONDENCE, 
' A LOCAL CONTRIBUTION.

"Phe residence of the recipient of this 
collective correspondence, it may be well 
to slate, stood at a point a few rods west 
of the bridge, formerly known as the 
bridge across the Wears in the Mystic 
river, between the present town of Ar- 
lington and West Medford; and, being 
located within the limits of what was 
then territory belonging to Charlestown, 
afterwards of West Cambridge and Ar- 
lington, and about equi-distant from the 
iddjacent villages of Medford and Wost 
Cambridge which was formerly known as 
the part of Cambridge which formed the 
parish of Menotomy, and now forms the 
presont area of the town of Arlington,the 
letters she received from time to timo are 
Variously addressed — “ Charlestown;” 
“ Medford;”,," Charlestown, near Bos- 
ton;”’ ‘ Menotomy, in Massachusetts 
State;” “ Charlestown, near the Wears 
Bridge, Massachusetts;” ‘ Charlestown, 
Massachusetts;” “ Charleatown, to be 
left at the West Cambridge Post office;” 
and ‘ West Cambridge, Massachusetts.” 
The homestead where she dwelt is not 
now extant. In 1843, the year following 
her death, the property was described as 
“one of the pleasantest locations in the 
ivieinity of Boston for a gentloman’s 
country seat,’ &c. We are able to subs 
mit the dimensions of the timber used in 
constructing the frame of the house, well 
remembered as “large, three stories high, 
brick ends, four rooms on a floor, with 
an excellent cellar under the whole,” but 
the details are such that no one but a 
protessional adept in house building 
could understand them, ‘The estate ap- 
pears originally to have formed a part of 
the tract granted by the inhabitants of 
Charlestown, in 1646, to Henry Dunster, 
president of the college, and his heirs 
and assigns, and was purchased by the 
grandfather of our recipient of corres-

pondence, in the year 1742, from one of | 


the Dunster family, and descended to her 
through the usual offices she conferred 


on her grandmother, the venerable lady | 


who lived to the great age we have be- 
fore mentioned, as witnesseth documents 
found in a file of her family papers from 
the year 1680 to 1808, in our possession. 
“The large house with brick ends seems to 
have been a newer structure, succeeding 
an older one on or near the same site, for 
the contract specifying the dimensions of 
‘tie timber provides ‘ the] whole to be 
hewed square and straight, and to be 
delivered at Medford by the firstof 
April, 1798.”

and no vestige of it remains at this day. 

Our statement regarding the prede- 
cessor of the house with brick ends, is 
corroborated by the testimony of an 
telligent aged lady, who bas lived within 
sight of the place where it stood all the 
years of a long and useful life, and who 
very well remembers the original struct- 
ure which was standing in her youth, 
and’the building of its successor by the 
husband of our recipient of correspond- 

“ence in or about the year 1798, 

It is interesting to observe the rates of

The escutcheon contains five tiolet, or 
“pin chambers,” each formed partly in 
the shell and partly in the plug, there- 
fore a pin which tilled one of these holes 
would prevent the rotation of the plug, 
but, if the pin were cut in two, the joint 
corresponding with that between the 
plug and its hole, the plug could revolve 
freely, carrying with it one half of the 


| pin, and leaving the other half in that 


part of the pin chamber contained in the 
shell. Such is precisely the construction 
of the lock and its great elememt of se- 
curity. 

Each pin is in two parts—the upper 
termed the “ driver,” the lower the “pin” 
—and above each driver is a light spring, 
tending to press drivers and pins down- 
wards. In this position the drivers in- 
tersect the joint between the shell and 
the pluy, completely preventing the ro- 
tation of the latter. If, by the insertion 
of a knife blade, or other instrument in 
the key hole, the pins are all raised as 
high as they will go, it will be found that 
they bar the motion of the plug as cfec- 
tually as the drivers did, or it four of the 
pins are elevated to their proper position, 
the fifth will still prevent the revolution 
of the plug.

So it seems to a large number of the 
Voters and citizens of Woburn, Any 
one who has eyes afd éate can under- 
stand that thie Boatd of town Officers 
have been vaguely adoused of having an 
eye to various “ fat jobs,” With the obvi- 
ous implication that they, have somehow 
enriched themselves or seek to enrich 
themselves by means of (heir dMeial stax 
tion, Bat for the specifications and 
proote of theif Tacrative business as town 
officers atthe expense of the town, they 
are left yet to wait. They have never 
received from the town a single dollar 
for their services. They have even paid 
their own expenses incurred in journeys, 
horse hire, etc, often necessary in dis.

But, wholly aside from the question of 
their getling ‘fat,” they are charged 
with incompetency.

them in the responsible, important and 
often very perplexing business of caring 
tor the education of the children. What 
selfish or sinister end can they reasona~ 
bly be supposed to have in view by do- 
ing this wholly gratuitous work and 
paying their own expenses incurred in 
doing il? 
they sometimes receive does not wholly 
develope itself at once; nor does it ter- 
minate on them or on their successors in 
office, The worst of i: all is that parents 
feel it, and the children and schools suf- 
fer in various ways, a8 a necessary con 
sequence. 

The Schoo] Committee made an honest 
report of the condition and wants ot the 
schools last summer at the bidding ot 
(he town, The town s0 far accepted and 
adopted their statements as to act upon 
them as the basis of their expressed will. 
Is the Schoo] Committee, as such, re- 
sponsible for any mistakes, real or im- 
aginary, made by another committee in 
carrying out that will? Has it at last 
been discovered that their report of the 
number ot scholurs and of thu wants of 
the schools was a lie, or in any sense, a 
deception? If not, why are the School 
Committee, without trial, judge or jury 
publicly denounced as unworthy of con- 
fidence or common and decent respect?

OvuR CoMMON SCHOOL SYSTEM, 1789. 
—As we look back in the history of our 
comnion }@ch@ol system as Oxbibited in 
thé early fimes, thé days of its ‘iffancy 
it may be be called, we find much to ad- 
mire, much to approve. We find the in 
habitants of New England not satisfied 
With the provisions hinted at in our last 
paper; as being sufficient in themselves 
even the early days of 1647, only twenty 
seven years alter the eventful landing of 
the Mayfiower upon the shores of Ply- 
mouth, we find it enacted and engrossed 
upon the records of Massachusetts in or- 
der that “learning might not be buried 
in the graves ot their forefathers, both in 
church and commonwealth—that (the 
Lord assisting their endeavors) in every 
township containing fifty householders 
or more, One should forthwith be ap- 
pointed to teach such children as should 
resort to him to read and write; and that 
in any township containing one hundred 
householders, they should setup a Gram- 
mar school to fit youth for the Univer- 
sity.” This was the very toundation, the 
first planting of the elementary schools 
at the very doors of every family, was 
the first adopted by any state. ‘These 
schools organized as they were at this 
early date, contained within themselves, 
all the legislation that could be had, and 
were the all sufficient representation ol 
the subject of popular education that 
distinguished that century, You will 
notice that even here may be seen the 
result of one unvarying systemor rou- 
tine of education, The sciences, then but 
little taught, and we had almost said but 
little known, in those days,* compared 
with the present time, were mostly held, 
by a few professional men, as the clergy- 
nien, the physicians and the Jawyers of 
of the most important towne, Many of 
these events, reader, took place before 
the days in which flourished the old doc- 
tor’s famous ‘*One Ilorse Shay,” 

Science was then rigidly excluded from 
the common’sthools, and a result earnest 


as of to-day was entirely) repressed. 
The whole aim and tendency of this 
course of instruction if not spoken out in 
words, was virtually to make an orderly 
and industrious servantof the state, with 
quite limited knowledge. The know- 
ledgs imparted by the schoola, of those 
days you will observe, did not compre- 
hend a very extensive range, of branches 
deemed necessary to “make a-boy a fit 
man for the state.’ In those days 
among the imperative requisites that 
made the common school a nursery of 
virtue, if not-a very limited source of 
education, Was the demand * that every 
boy and girl should be made to compre- 
bend that goodness rather than. smart- 
ness constituted the qualifications of a 
good citizen,” .T’o use the language of 
one who knew much about the common 
schools of this™half century “the whole 
channel of thought and feeling tor each 
generation was. scooped out by that 
which preceded it, and the stream always 
fills, but rarely overflows its banks.” 
To maintain and give a preeminency, to 
perpetuate religious knowledge among 
the people was the chief object with the 
framers of these old school laws of the 
early days of both the old and In the 
new world, Great importance was then 
attached to the kind of culture and moral 
as well e8 mental education believed to

It 
was said to be * soul-training ” that was 
required to make» the future man for the

While in Europe it has since oeen ad- 
mitted that elementary education as then 
given to the people in obedience to certain 
prescribed rules, or formula failed, or con- 
tributed but little to elevate the character 
of the common people, a far better result 
was seen in the schools of New England of 
the same period.t We find upon an exam- 
| ination of some of the Old Kirk papers, 
many curious deyelopments upon the pro- 
| gress and subject of the common school 
system,’’ and the want of a better and a 
progressive system of education is felt to 
bea very desirable and highly commenda- 
ble object. 

‘The value of correct and thorough know}l- 
edge as taught in the schools of those days, 
jcreated quite an agitation throughout 
| Scotland, meetings were called, and men 
consulted together as to the best means of 
filling the “want of the times.” After a 
most thorough and friendly interchange of 
thought it was resolved to take immediate 
action in the matter of education.” 

The result was as the following extract 
shows the locating of numerous schools in 
various parts of Scotland. “Our Soy- 
creign Lord, considering how prejudicial 
the want of schools in many places, had 
been, and how beneficial the establishing 
and settling thereof will be to this church, 
and kingdom, therefore his majesty with 
advice and consent of "' did ordain this law. 
Hfence the building and establishing of the 
aforesaid schools, which in all their limited 
usefulness exerted a great and benign in- 
fluence far and wide, 


The requirements of this act made it im- 
peratively theduty of every parish to 
build a school-house, and a comfortable 
house contiguous thereto for the use of 
the school-master. Oue reason why the 
leaven thus seattered in the schools of 
New England at this period, should have 
leavened the messes is easily understood, 
Lacking as they did many of the “ologies” 
of thepresent times, they gave to those 
who were cducated under the old school- 
master, the **venerable pedagogues ” ag 
they were then termed, a@ most thorough 
knowledge of the primary branches that 
were then taught in the schools, That 
these early schools have exercised a vast 
and most happy influence, not only over 
New England, but over every part of our 
country, is ap unquestionable fact which 
willbe our endeavorto make still more 
plain comprehensive by numerous 
incidents and illuswations inour history 
of the Common School Systein.

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THE COMING ISSUE. 


The revolutioniste in Woburn, or per- 
haps more properly the Communists are 
busily at work to secure the extermina- 
tion of the Police, the Water Commission 
and the Road Commission. As to the 
first, their necessity is acknowledged by 
all who have at heart the best wishes of 
the town. And by the way, the city of 
Gloucester has frequently been quoted to 
us the past year, especially as to its po- 
lice. We notice that this model city ex- 
pended last year the sum of $10,274.75 for 
police service. We cannot be expected 
to go there to learn economy. 

Our Road Commission has been in ex- 
istence one year and have done a good 
work. ‘They have been overwhelmed 
with petitions for new streets, our citizens 
seeming to be possessed with a manta for 
new town ways. ‘These petitioners have 
been patiently heard, and in some cases 
their streets have been laid out and re« 
ported to the town, When a street has 
been killed in the Commissioners’ room 
the parties in interest may have had cause 
for disappointment, and the Commission- 
ers took the risk of their displeasure. 
But when a street has been reported, and 
the town has voted to build it, the town 
and not the Commissioners are to blame, 
ifany blame attaches to the movement. 
Voters are apt to lose sight of this impor- 
tant point, and blame an officer for carry- 
ing out their wishes, ‘he Betterment 
Law is not so popular as it was, and some 
of the ill feeling which it has engengered 
attaches to the Commissioners, ‘Tins 
ought not so to be. ‘The town adopted 
the law, and the Commissioners must en- 
force it, and if any one imagines thet an 
easy task, let him sit down and read the 
law, and imagine himself applying it on 
his own street. If they haye erred, it is 
asmuch the fault of the law as of the 
Commission. ‘Che Commissioners haye 
done a good deal of good. The chairman 
is serving on aterm of three years, One 
associate has another year to serve. 
The term of the third expires by limita- 
tion this spring, and we are to clect one 
to serve three years. ‘lo abandon this 
experiment at this time, and put our 
roads into the hands of the Selectmen who 
hold their office on so uncertain a tenure 
that he is a lucky man who serves two 
years, would be folly. We have now 
system, and systematic work applied to 
town affairs is but doing public work as 
you would private. Let us keep up out 

toad Commission. If Mr. Bacon is the 
best man and will accept the position, let 

us re-elect him. If other gentie- 
man is preferred, elect him, but let us 
stick to the Commission. 

The Water Commission comes in for a 
share of cheap denunciation, ‘The igno- 
rance displayed by some of its denouncers 
is positively charming. The facility with 
which itis to be abolished is wonderful. 
Admitting for the moiment that it could 
be abolished, what good would come of 
that? Is there a man in Woburn who 
could fill Mr. Tidd’s place? ‘There are 
men who could be Water Cummissioners, 
and make a very good show in the place, 
now that the work 1s nearly completed, 
but the longer such a man served the bet- 
ter he would be fitted for his duties. ‘Ihe 
law provides for the retirement of one 
each year (atter’75) and the coming in 
of a newman, so that the Board shall 
never be made up of entirely new men. 
They have done a noble work. We have 
as good works as there are in the State, 
and the time will come when the town 
will point to them with pride, and when 
it will be remembered with shame that 
they demanded of a gentleman, whose 
time was worth three times the amount, 
that he should work in planning and ovyer- 
seeing the work, for three dollars a day 
often hours. Economy is commendable, 
but parsimonious economy never makes a 
man proud of himself, nor a town happy 
{n its achievement, 

The trouble is, people are stampeded 
with this ery of economy and everything 
must go down before it. Weare more 
anxious for principles than we are for 
men. We wanta value for every expend- 
iture. If our present officers fail in this, 
get another set, and keep them to the 
standard we set forthem, But let us not, 
because some one feels he is not appreci- 
ated and raises a hue and cry, discharge 
our most efficient servants and destroy 
their work, Weigh caretully the charges 
of these Communists, discover their true 
intentions, and act dispassionately and 
all will be well.

VO PRINTED THE First Brbre!—In 
| the year 1420 there was living in the city 
of Haarlem an old gentleman, who kept 
the keys ofthe cathedral, and who used, | 
after dinner, to walk in the famous wood 
that up to this time is growing just with- 
out the city walls. One day, while walk- 
ing there, he found a very smooth bit of 
beech bark, on which—as he was a handy 
man with his knife—he cut several letters | 
80 plainly and neatly, that after his re- 
turn home he stamped them upon paper, | 
jand gave the paper to his*boy as a| 
copy.’ After this, seeing that the| 
thing had been neatly done, the old gen- 
tleman—whose name was Lawrence Cos-
